2 . Prehlea ^ 

I'o eetahlieh in this ocnmtrp a Conalttee for a free Asia which can 
serve as the prlnary Instromantallty of OPC la fooentlng anons Asiatic 
populations in the Par Past a ferrent opposition to SorleWircoted world 
eoBBonlsa and nohillslng that sentlsent in such a way as to impede the 
advanoe of ooffinnmlea and Soviet power in Asia, 

3. Baoh^ouad 

a* The threat of communist supremacy in Asia exists largely "because 
the populations of that area are either mlelnfonned, passlre, or neutral 
about thin new force, unaware of its implications for their hopes and 
traditional ways of life. The adTwee of the power of world ccrMoniso, 
and with it the power of the Soviet Union, in Asia can be halted only by 
the erection of an antleooamanist sentiment among the populations of Asia 
suffieiently strong and suffiotently steeped in 8elf»interest that It will 
have greater potential effect in a positive counter-force expressing 
itself In political, paramilitary, or poselbly military action. In an 
atmosphere of popular animosity, movements such as the "Suke*' and the 
"Viet Mlnh," upon which the eventual trltunph of eomatmlsm in Asia depends, 
could act succeed. 

b. The ground for anti-oommuniam in all of theae areas is fertile: 

In some, there is the basic contradiction between the freedom of new 
nations and the eubsenrience to the Soviet Union which world comraonlom 
demands of its adherents; in all, there is the instinctive animosity 
toward the foreigner, and particularly toward domination by an alien 
power. In all, there are strong religious beliefs ond traditional ways 








of life from wliioii spring Inevitable confliotB with coanunism. In an area 
where ''coEJMinisa’* lias long been identiiied with national aspirations, an 
outside force is required to bring awareness of the iaplioations of world 
comcmnisni for those aspirations* ’iliere "costininisin" has been identifiad 
with greater economio well-being for all, it requires a concerted educational 
effort to convince the populationa, including many of the leaders, of the 
farce behind oomanmlst proBieee. 

c* One of the moat important sources of potential antl-coraaiuniaffi in 
the far i^st is the Chinese populations of Southeast Asia. Historioally, 
the ties of the overseas Chinese coomunitleB to the Mainland have beem 
strong and, politioally, these ao«a»mitla8 have tended to give support 
to K'.ainland authorities. Against the forces of national loyalty and 
general passivity toward polltioe lAioh have produced this result, it is 
now necessary to erect a counter— force, 'fwo factors favoring the develop- 
ment of a strong sentiment against the eetabllshaent of world oonmanism 
In China are: (l) that the Chinese of Southeast Asia, as prosperous 

owners of small busineaees dominating the economic life of these areas 
or as skilled workman, constitute a large "middle' class" in theoretical 
opposition to comsonist economic doetrinej (2) that, as a large body of 
Chinese resident outside of the "iron curtain" but still in contactj with 
the Mainland, they are able to interpret events on the Mainland in a more 
reasoned light than their families at home, and In ll^!^lt of their contact 
with the free World, to bring some toy of truth behind the curtain. Both 
because of the In^rtanoe to the economy of financial remittances to the 
Mainland by overseas Chinese and beoause the goal of the Chinese communists 
of dominance over SiiA is best furthered through the loyalty of these 
ooHununitles, the communist government cannot afford to Ignore them nor to 
close their channels of commoni cation with the Mainland. In active 
opposition to the PHC, therefore, they become a major avenue through which 
the Mainland population may be influenced to resist the PHC end, at the 
Same time, a major means by tdaich the spread of communism to J>outheaet 
Asia may be ic^eded. 

d. There have been some Indications in recent months that there is 
a growing appreciation among the overseas Chinese of the eignifioanos 
of a oomuunist geveraaent of China. The traditional comsKuiiet May Bay 
and X October celebratloae in these eommunitles were poorly supported 
and at the eaa» time a slii^t resurgence of KMT etrength noted, expreee- 
Ing itself in "loyalty missions" to Taiwan. Much of the support earned 
by the commanists In their early suoaesses eeems to have passed at least 
to a stage of doubt and neutrality. In Burma a new antl-oomnwnist 
(non-KMT) newspaper has appeared as am indication of this shift in 
opinion, while among Chinese in the United States several movemonte, 
particularly through the Chinese Consolidated Benevolent Assoclationf , 
both in liew York end San Francisco, have arisen spontaneously to identify 
Chinese in this country with the United Btatos and United llatione. 
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• * A Coiaalttoe for a Free Aela> in light of this baclcgroundy will 
serve the following purposes: 

(1) It will provide a medium for disseminating directly to the 
populations of Asia via radio, newspapers, paa^hlets, etc., Informa- 
tion and ideas ^ich do not seem Identified with any governmental 
agency. In this respect, it will utilise its own name and, as the 
program develops, the names of whatever subsidiary committees in the 
area It may develop. 

(2) It will provide a means of disseminating information and 
Ideas Indirectly, through furnishing aseistanoe and guidance overtly 
to other anti-ofmenunlst groups. 

(3) Through activities utilising its own name and thoss of exist- 
ing groups. It will tend to create an Impression of a widespread 
antl-coamranlsm throughout the area which will lend courage to those 
previously hesitant of expressing themselves and, in time, enlarge 
the sentiment itself through a “bandwagon" effect. 

(U) Directly, and in cooperation with Of^'s covert missions, it 
will serve to create new groups anga^^ed in the fight againat communism. 

(5) It wUl provide to diverse groi^e a sense of unity transcending 
the specific Intereets of small groups and of "cause" to which they 

are d.1 related. At the same time, it will give greater promlee, 
through such unity, of success. 

(6) It will greatly simplify OPC^s problem of making contact 
with existing or potential groups in the area. 

(7) Through selectivity, it will be able to lend siqiport to 
groups whose total aims or activities may not be identical with 
our own. 

U. Proposal 

a. A Committee for a Free Asia ai 11 be eetahllBbed with an offlos 
in ban Francisco under the sponsorship of a selected group of leading 
California oitiaena whose backgrosuod in the Far Saat and id»>aa partici- 
pation in public affairs is such as to make them logically intarasted 
in fighting the spread of coraaunlem In that area. 

b. The impetus to the fomatlcn of the Committee will be given by 
three selected persons who will be acquainted with the interest of OPC 

in this project and »dio will exercise, mder our direction, controlling 
authority. These three persons will then invito a small number of other 
leading eitiaens to participate in the sponsorship of the Committee. 
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ft* i||:ie Coramitte® will thereafter incorporate as a non-profit organisa- 
tion under the laws of California, establishing an office in San Francisco. 

d. Following its incorporation, the Ccminlttee will announce its 
creation to the press and thereafter, b^' means of private correspondence 
and publicity, gradually bring under its influence and direction, or provide 
the Impetus for the establishment of, groups composed solely of Asiatics 
which will engage directly in ?W activities directed against the spread 
of cotraiualsm in Asia* 

e« It is not proposed that the Committee will either seek mass 
membership in Itself or conduct a public campaign for funde. Its organisa- 
tion eiqpsnees will seem to be sup{dled by the National Committee for a 
Free Europe, Inc*, as a friendly gesture to give an initial Impetus to 
the new organisation, thereafter, contributions may be anticipated by 
the sponsors and by anonymous "donors," foundations, religious organisa- 
tions, eto* Control of the organisation will at no time, however, pass 
beyond the sponsors, sines these sponsors will at all times have the 
authority to accept or refuse contributions and will constitute the 
Board of Directors. 

f. Control by OPC will be exerted directly over the ^resident, who 
will be a contract agent. However, exercise of this control wHl in 
practice, unless otherwise necessary, be limited (l) to general policy 
guidance, to assurance that support is not given to act ivl ties triiioh do 
not contribute, or directly ljq>air, the attainment of the ultimate alms 
of U.S. policy in the Far East| (2) to a periodic review of activities 
and accounts, to assure that results are obtained for funds expended, and 
to the submission of regular accounts as required by OPC. Maintenance of 
cover and achievement of the alms of securing unity in the fight against 
communism will require that at times sigipozi^ be given to some anti- 
communist politioi^ power groups such as the K}fT whose sxtpport could be 
justified only on the grounds of a oonoaon front against communism and not 
On the grounds of their own political practices and record* | 

g. It is not the Intention that CFA shall function with rsepsct to 
each country, as has been the case with the NCFE, through the establishment 
of National Committees. Rather, It is believed preferable that CPA shall 
avoid aigr effort to unify rival political groups in a singla national 
organisation and shall, instead, work through whatever natural formations 
may develop - religious groups, Chinese coimaunlty associations, third 
fores groups, chambers of conseros, etc. - for the essmtial purpose of 
propaganda. It is also not the intention that any of these groins shall 

in any way participate in the decisions of the CFA, The CF^ will act as 
a central clearing house of funds, ideas, and materials - avtllable on 
specified conditions. 
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b* It should be noted specifically that the group will in no way 
function as a pressure group on this government^ nor will it lend support 
or encouragement to Asiatic groups for such a purposSf 

l. It is anticipated that in time the CFA may contact existing, or 
establish, new, counterpart organisations throughout Southeast Asia, tdijboh 
can work directly with groups in each area. Certain activities will, 
however, be Initiated through contact with groups in the United States 
such as the Chinese Consolidated Benevolent Asaoolatlons. 

It Is ttitielpatsd that, in time, CFA can provide cover to such 
groups as are eovertlv established to lend support to major 

PE projects, such asC ^ Of CL O which aim at the 

develoiNBent of guerrilla and popular political raslatance movements on 
the Asiatio Mainland. This propaganda support will be aimed at securing 
for the Chinese resistance movement the allegiance of the overseas 
Chlnsse and indigenous groups and eventually their material assistance. 

k* It is proposed to select as the three principal l|<*wlttlng") 
members of the Committee the following pereonsi Brayton Wilbur (Chairman), 
principal partner of Wilbur, Ellis, and Co., a food products import-* 
export company operating in Europe and South America, and of Connell 
Brothers Company, Ltd., a leading merchandising firm In the Far Bast|

correspondents for Far East agenciesi and U. D. Zellerbaoh, senior owner 
of paper mills in Canada and California and recently chief of the BCA 
program for Italy.

1* The target areas will be approximately as follows: (l) overseas

that the CoiwBlttee will cover the "Middle Aslan" countries. 

m. Coordination will be required as follows: within CIA, with 
DD(P) for concurrence, with the Covert Coordinating Comlttee (for the 
financial eontracte and arrangements); Legal Staff (for the legal aspects 
of incorporation and effectuation of OPC control); I&SS for a seourlty 
plan covezdng hiring of porsonnel; Coiiimunications, for a commo plan; 

Personnel, for t/O approval; SP, for administrative aspects; outside of 
CIA - with the Department of State and National Psychological Warfare 
Strategy Board for policy guidance. 

n* It is estimated that the Committee will function for the duration 
of the emergency.

Full operational control will rest ulth the Chieff FE, or hie Deput/i 
who lAU coordinate with SP where Its epeclal reaponsibllitles are involved. 

In practice, SP tdll aecume reaponsiblllty for ^IJ control over all channti.8 
for official support funds of DTPILLARj (2) control over all ohannele for 
forwarding of PW saterials prepared in U.'^. govenuoent offices to DTPILLAR 
In this country} (3) control over channd.8 of conunmlcation between CFA and 
ok: in Washington; (li) control over all overt relationships with organizations 
under SP control, such as NCFS, Crusade for Freedom, 18U6 Foundation; 

(5) control over financial accounts, bookkeeping, auditing, and reports to 
official sponsors. SP will also approve personnel seeurltycleared for 
utilization by DTPILLAR or cut in as to sources of funds or policy determination. 

?. Risks 

a. is believed that the security risks involved in the establisbaent 
and utilization of a Cotonlttee for a Free Asia are mlnlaal. Only the Board 
of Directors (l^ rnttnbers) and a few key staff members ondsr contract to or 
employees of OFC will be apprised of OPC Interest. All of the Board of 
Dlreotors have been security-cleared. Full control over the organization will 
rest with these persons and with the President, whose position as a contract 
agent of OPC leaves him subject to direct control and assures that any 
conflict arising between OFC and the Board will have no adverse effect upon 
the actual activities of the Comsd-ttas. ^s business and public background 
of the sponsors, as sot forth above, is euch as to make their participation 
in the ConoKlttee and their financial contribution to it reasonable, while the 
extensive Far ^ast background of the ^resident makes his assumption of thAt 
position logicail. 



b. The financial risk is also minimal. To the extent that the CFA 
conduct# ite activities directly - through pubLlcationa, etc., bearing Ite 
imprint - financial control over these activities will be direct. It will be 
ostabllehed as a matter of policy that organizatione, such as the Chinese 
Consolidated Benevolent Aeeooiations, which have ample resources will be 
given general guidance and encouragement but will bo provided with funds 
only in the event they are used to undertake approved Bub-projects beyond 
their customary scope. Where funds are provided for PW aetlvltiee abroad, 
arrangements can be made to secure appropriate reports and financial account- 
ing, with OPC '8 covert mlsslono in the Far %st and State's overt missions 
serving as a double-check on the veracity of these reports*

The Committee for Free Asia 




The CFA la being formed for the purpose of Influencing those 
national groups and individuals of Asia who are threatened with 
communist aggressl^, subversion or exile, to make a conscious 
decision to resist involvement in and extension of communism. The 
assumption of this cVuse is based on the premises (a) that the 
loss of Asia to coramuiilsra la taking place mainly by default of a 
sufficiently cogent apheal, to those who are threatened with in- 
volvement in oommuntamA to resist it, and (b) that the mere re- 
cognition of the threatN^d expression of the will to resist it 
will constitute an important advance toward the regeneration of 
the national forces in reytstanoe against comnmnist aggression* 

The reason why the ap^al to resist communism has lacked 
cogency is considered to beMjhet it has lacked local color and 
colloquial application in terns which are readily understandable 
to townspeople and villagers i.n the path of the communist advance. 

On the other hand, there a^e thousands of Aslan people who 
are preeminently qualified to express this appeal forcefully out 
of their own experience of loss ^ home and livelihood to the 
communists, \ 

The CFA proposes to close thi A hiatus between cause and desired 
effect by giving those who have suffered loss at commvmiat hands 
the opportunity of expressing to their fellow Aslans the real 
meaning of the threat of communism to\ their well-being and liveli- 
hood, \ 

The CFA is oonprlaed of public-spirited American citizens of the 
West Coast who have agreed to incorporatfe as a non-profit-making 
association to sponsor and encourage the Vrganizati on of Asiatic 
national groups In the United States and southeast Asia to carry out 
the purposes expressed in the foregoing paragraphs. The Committee 
will establish offices with appropriate stMf in San Francisco, The 
CFA will offer cooperation and facilities to existing organizations 
and others to be formed Asian nationals and will engage the 
voluntary and paid services of such indivlduiQs and groups to pre- 
pare <md compile for dissemination through all available channels 
information and anti-communist literature to ^e countries of East 
and Southeast Asia, \

Qhinese nationals irtio 
have sought refuge away fWn the Moscow-dominated Chinese Communist 
regime, the Committee wlllXasslst them In collaboHatlve activity 
with their fellow natlonslsX outside of mainland China to prevent 
the extension of Communist ^ntrol beyond Its present boundaries. 

This activity will take the form of providing facilities for the 
dissemination of information available channels to 

those who are threatened by CbWunist aggression as to their true 
self-interest In malntiinlng tl^ir independence from Soviet Communist 
control and their ties of friendship with free democratic countries 
of the world* The Overseas Chinese communities naturally feel 
stronc-ly the desire to save China the Chinese, free from con- 
trolling Influence of any outside power.
